Pensions ^and^Mto 

As the time approaohoB, w&on we 
trnet the voice of the peopio will as^ 
Bume a more Bubstantial form than 
heretofore, on the Bubjeot'of Confeder- 
acy, it tehoves us to sntvoy oar Bitna~ 
Von from time lo time, and to eati- 
mafce bb well tho roBourcos for promot- 
ing our object, as tho diffloultifcs which 
•wo Bhall undoubtedly have to oncouu- 
tor. Among tho foreraoat of thoao 
last, is tho avowed hostility "of tho 
heads cf departments, who, though 
numerically few, havj cxeroisod, so 
lately as last Bession. an injurious ef- 
fect in the Legislative Coaccil, and 
may again prove a bar to our buccobs. 
We cannot but think that much of 
that feeling might at tho time have 
been averted by a trifling saorifioo^ 
and that it is not ye' too late to ro- 
trieve tho mistake. It was scarcely 
ooneealed before, and even daring tho 
debate, that the official opposition was 
mainly cansed hy the preyailiog santi-> 
meat, that whatever Ooafedoracy 
might be to the people, to many oi 
the ofBoialB it meant loss of plaoe and 
income. , This feeling of ooarae is ^not 
to be wondered at, and they would 
have been mach better than the ordin. 
-* ary ran of mortals (fve do sot exactly 
BDggeBt this to be tbo (lase) if-thejr. 
.cics bad coi beoa more or less jn- 
flueneed bj it. Wo know that tbo sub- 
ject of pensions to beads of depart- 
ments, in ease ot loss of office through 
the proposed change, to many will 
not be palatable ; but wo thick wo 
can show that there would be wisdom 
as well as yr:J.\od in this measuro. 
Bach a course \7e thir.li, if advocated 
by the Oonvention to bo held at Yule, 
would recommend itself to tae imper- 
ial Government beiug in unison with 
their own conduct in analagous oases 
in England when offioes are abcliahod; 
by diBplayinga moderation ^and iieo* 
dom from popolar ranooDi, to whiob 
it js BometimeB so desirable ns well as 
di£Scalt. to attain, and last and perhaps 
not least' by itB HkeliboodLbfcBparing 
the authorities in Downing street, from 
Bome .0|f . tb^e'impoirtanitieB of jgfi^ii^^ 
mon^ witbont 'oocapation from tbe 
Colony, with which throagb tbe esi- 
gencies cf Union, they havo'doabtleflB 
already been wearied. If wo add 
that Buch a measnre might perhaps 
re-produce a great deal of that, un- 
fortunately too short lived unanimity 
on tho subject, which prevailed in our 
legislature when Confederacy was first 
inaugurated, turn foes into neutrals, 
and perhaps into friends, and avoid 
much of that ill fooling, which even 
the appearance of injustice is likely to 
generate, we think we Lave saideomo- 
thing in favor of its trial. When we 
come to inquire into the important 
question of tbe attendant expense, we 
shall find it will be so small both absolute 
lyand relatively, that we cannot ^bbk 
there should be mnob besitatioa in 
arxiving at a dooision. The beads of 
departments who would in all ' prbba- 
bility be affected by Confederaoy and 
the introduction of EoBponsible Govern- 
ment aro only four, tho Colonial Sec- 
retary, tho Attorney General, the 
Chief Commissioner of Customs^ 
and the Surveyor General. Tho 
gentlemen wbo fill the situa- 
tions of clerks in tho various oIDcoh, 
would bo unaffootod, or in any caai! 
their numbers would bo merely re- 
duced according to those rules, which 
flhould in any case rogalato any pru- 
dent Government desirous to control 
its expenditure according to its reve- 
nue. Four pensions alone would there 
fore be required, and supposing itho 
annual aalarioa of tho four Roads to 
average $3000 a piooo, thoti tbe jam 
totaUatiiaating the pension B>^<abont 
half the salary fwe believe this to be 
the correot scale) wonjd oni||: be^about 
$6000 per BDDam; . Sarely^i'it -is not 
woi'tb' while for the Ool^o^. to inonr 
the bare Btis'pibion'oiiiaving 'dbno'' an 
unjast aot' fOF tbe ' salce; of saving so 
small an^ezpendlttire^ 'Wben'Weiar-T 
ther considei that the pension 'cbuldi 
not of coarse bo drawn during the 
time that tho party ontitlod to it bap- 
ponod to hold an ofiloo in tho Colony, 
of equals emolument with that which 
ho now enjoys, (and we bolieto thin 
to bo tho UHUiil rule), tho cum ci 
86000 would be ^till furtliov roduood, 
perhaps materially so, as doubtlcfas tho 
Doiiinion Government or popular 
suB^age would still largely avail itself 
of the undoubted expcrionco and abi- 
lity^^ij^rjilostod by aomo of the pro- 
#'belonging ^'fil'T oflioos, 

jfOarlboo ExpreBsI^jizing ot the pension 
ryi not bo dpe* until npjmt,oDal argwrnent in their 



favor. Wo have made nq allnsion to the 

Judges, becaiiBe -wo d(J 'not know or 
see any reoson why tho proposed 
change should affect thom, or any 
particular advantage likely to accruo 
from such change, (of courise wo do 
not refer to any alteration in the conn 
Btitution of the coarts) and beoanso a 
greater dilBculty has already occurred 
in this quarter, which having arisen 
ontiroly by reason of tho Act of Union 
can in no case hereafter bo justly at- 
tributed to Confedernoy ; in any event 
no great additional exponso would 
bo thereby oocasionod. We have not 
to go back very far to find an instance 
where tho courao wo now recommend 
was adopted by the legislature oi one 
of our principal oolotiiefl in a very 
parallel base, and^hat , moreover, an- 
less v\-c aro greatly mistaken, in pursu- 
ance of th^ positive diofatibn of the 
ItEpofial 'Government'ori the' 'subject. 
In the year 1854, tho Constitution Act 
of Yiotoria, AuBtralia,}wa8 passed, . bO" 
irg Bonctioiicd of coprse.by, the Jmperial 
Parliament, and . the obvious effect and 
intention of that meftfeurs was to subs 
stituto TcsponBible for irresponsible 
government. There were then five 
heads of departmonta in tho colony 
drawing salaries ranging from $12,500 
per annnm to S7500, and in each case 
a pension for lifo was provided 
by tho local legislature, equal, wo believe, 
to about half tho salary and there was a 
provision that it was not to lo drawn co- 
toniporaneously witli tho tenuro of any 
ofHce of equal omolument in tho Colony. 
The traditions of tlio Colonial Office do 
not very readily change, and what was 
required of a Colony then, will probably 
bo required now. It might bo almost a 
sufficient argument to Bay that tbo nn- 
thorities in Downing Street are of this 
'w^y <|f thinkisgj for a sad experlsBce has 
too truly proved, that but little is to be 
gaiueu by a small Colony in a contoEt 
with t1iat power. Bat other oonsidera- 
tions must not be overlooked. It should 
never be forgotten, that though tho CoN 
ony may long for tho proposed change, 
the Colonial Government must bo at 
least our agents in eQ'ectirg it, and their 
votes in the Conucil must ultiniately pass, 
or reject tho measure; that whatever may 
bo our wishes and howerer thoy moy be 
expressed, it lies with thom to frame tho 
nccesbary conditions, upon which alone wo 
can be ndiuilted into the Confederacy ; 
and that without their good will, and it 
may be added without their zcalons ad- 
vocacy our material interests moy bo 
sacrificed in the trnnsactior. ; that though 
doubtless tho Dominiou Government may 
meao well towards us, yet if they treat ns 
with much chivalry in tho negotiations, 
it will be perhaps the first time that virtue 
was ever strikingly displayed by one 
English: Cqlony towards another. The 
lesson taught us by the manner in which 
the Union was '. carried oat by the Im- 
perial G-overnment uiay well warn as to 
look not for 6ympathy;from comparative 
strangers, bat to cordial feeliog and unity 
of interest within as oar true safegoard; 
and therefore it is, that we would earnest- 
ly urge 0:1 the promoters of a movement, 
which not only augurs well for onr inter-^ 
ests, but may be tbe oolymeans of avert- 
ing from us some further and more serious 
calamity, to look well to the great princi- 
ples of honor nnd justice to guide us thro' 
this moinentous crisis. Let not the sensa- 
tion of relief with which wc shall view the 
Dominion Hag for the first time unforled 
auioiifjst us, bo marred by the feeling 
that the event will have been brought 
about by acts, which by some at least 
may bo thought and felt as disastrous 
antl unjust, and one of our last popular 
measures asnn indepoudent Colony, more 
for the sako of saving a paltry sum of 
money, bo regarded as a repudiation of 
what tho Mother Country at all events 
sticiils to" I'roLu,' us Ycsi'b'u 'interests, and 
as such entiileil tu respect.

They bad already a orediiublo build-' 
ing in sight, and tbe erection of this wou'd 
be a moDument of energy in a time, of de- 
prasaion, and reflect great credit on the Ar- 
chitect whose plaos tbey had chosen. He 
begged to offer tbe forvant hope that no- 
tbiog would 8V0I occur to aat tbeir Chris- 
tian fellowship. After tendering thanks to 
tha distinguiihcd brother, P. W District 
ti.'iij.J jfoaby, and ibu ureihron ci 

tbo English jurisdijtioa who i^ad aEsislou 
their Scottish brolhren on the occasion, and 
to the Volunteers, bo handed back tho plans 
to tho nrchiteot with tbe hope that the 
Great Architect would bring tbo uodertak- 
iog BO happily inaaguiated to a succsaaful 
issue. , ,. 

R Wallace, Esq, tha Obairma'n of m»na« 
gers, in returning thanks to the Masonio fra- 
ternity for their beneficent labors, remarked 
that tbe oivilizalioo of ' Scotlaod had- been 
chiefly infiaenced by ita cburcbea and its 
Schools— that it was a maxim of Knox that

• Presented to I W Powell, Esq, M D, Pro- 
viobial Grand Master of British Columbia, by 
lha Ministera and Managers of St Andrew's 
Chnrob, on tba oocasion of. laying its fonn- 
dation stone, Yiotoria/V I, Aug 20tb, A L, 
5868.'

Ttio llonorublo Chief Justice Needham

they bod rendered sodb Intetestiog service, 
yet be rejoiced to be present with so many of 
bis follow colonists and wish tha Mioiater, 
MaoBgora and Congregation of the Sootoh 
Cburch, 'God speod.' Tbey wero all tho bat- 
ter for meeting each other io tliia woy. 
People talked gloomily of doprossion. He 
had been three yjare io tho colony, and dur- 
ing ttiat time he bad boon prosetit on ibree 
suob occasions. If these then, were tbe 
manifestations of decay, the fflOte of them' 
the bettor. (Applause.)
